MINUTES:

The Minutes of the meeting of April 8, 1949, copies of which
were sent to the members of the Board, were approved.

STATEEMPLOYEES- Wormen's Compensation Coverage:

Mr. William B. Lebherz, Chairman of the State Accident Fund; Mr. John P.
Stafford, Secretary of the State Accident Fund; Mr. Richard K. Coggins,
Superintendent of the State Accident Fund; and Mr. Herbert D. Bangert,
Associate ActuarY,' of Columbus, Ohio, and Mr. Philip T. McCusker, Special
Assistant Attorney General for the State Accident Fund, appeared before
the Board for the plrpose of submitting a proposal for workmen's compen-
sation insurance coverage of State employees.

At the suggestion of Mr. Lebherz a proposal, in writing, which had been
prepared was read by Mr. Coggins. The proposal, in brief, showed that
the State Accident Fund would require an estimated deposit of $126,500.00
for compensation and medical costs (incurred losses only), and an addi-
tional aJOOuntfor administrative expenses estimated to be 17*%of the re-
quired deposit, or a total for ,the first year of $148,637.50.

After a thorough discussion of the matter, the Board approved the propos-
al submitted, effective July 1, 1949, and instructed that the financial
arrangements for taking care of the deposit and the administrative ex-
penses should be worked out by Mr. Rennie and Mr. McCusker (Joseph O'C.),
and representatives of the State Accident Fund.

EMPLOYEES'RETIREMENTSYSTEM:

Mr. Miles called attention to the fact that the term of Mr. Frank Harper,
memberof the Employees Retirement System, expired June 1, 1949, and sug-
gested that the matter of appointing a successor to Mr. Harper should be
given consideration.

It was stated that Mr. Harper, because of serving as a memberof the Pub-
lic Service Commission at this time, did not feel that he should continue
as a memberof the Board of Trustees of the Employees' Retirement System.
The name of Mr. Albert W. Ward, Secretary of the State Tax Commission, was
suggested by Mr. Miles as a successor to Mr. Harper.

In the discussion of this matter, the Governor contacted Mr. John Shriver,
President of the Maryland Classified Employees Association, by telephone,
and advised him that the Board was considering the name of Mr. Ward for
this appointment. The Governor stated that the Board would like to know
whether there would be any objections on the part of the Association to
the naming of Mr. Ward, and Mr. Shriver advised that Mr. Ward would be ac-
ceptable to the Association.

It was duly moved, seconded and carried, that Mr. Albert W. Ward be ap-
pointed for a term of four years from June 1, 1949, as a memberof the
Board of Trustees of the Employees' Retirement System.

STATEDEPARTMENTOFEDUCATION:

Dr. ThomasG. Pullen, Jr., State Superintendent of Schools; Mr. David W. Zimner-
man, Supervisor of Special Education; and Mr. Richard W. Case, Assistant, Attorney
General, appeared before the Board relative to the procedure to be followed by
the State Superintendent of Education and the Board of Public Works in connection
with the administration of Chapters 488 and 502 of the Acts of 1949 providing
for the issuance of bonds for assistance to the local units of government in the
school construction programs. Dr. Pullen had, previous to the meeting, furnished
the membersof the Board of Public Workswith drafts of forms to be used in ob- I
taining from the local units of goverrunent information to be submitted by them
in connection. with their requests for financial assistance in their school con-
struction v«>rk.

After a lengthy discussion of the forms and the procedure to be followed, the
Board approved the procedure outlined by Dr. Pullen for the carrying out of the
duties of the State Superintendent of Education and the Board of Public Works
in these Progr¥DS.

GENERALCONSTBIJCTIONWANOF1947:

The Board authorized payment of bill submitted by the Secretary received from
Miles, Walsh, O'Brien and Morris, in the aJOOuntof $2,000.00, for professional
services rendered in connection with the issuance of $6,695,000 of bonds of the
General Construction Loan of 1947, issued in January of 1949. '

BAYSIDESTATEPARK:

The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board a letter received from the
DePartment of State Forests and Parks requesting an allocation of $21,000.00 to
take care of salaries of necessary personnel for the new Bayside State Park, and
also for some temporary improvements which the department desires to make.

After due consideration, the Board felt that in order to protect the property
from vandalism some personnel should be employed for this purpose and approved I
an allocation of $16,000 to cover salaries and wages for such necessary personnel.
It was stated that the Board of Natural Resources is to use this money for the
protection of the property.

In a further discussion of the work to be done at the property, the Board ap-
proved the recommendation of Mr. Funk that the sumof $50,000 be made available
for providing the access road needed at the property.

Mr. Funk also stated that there would be available for cleaning up work on the
property, and other items requiring immediate attention, the prisoners which
have been at work at SolomonsBase and that it would cost approximately $25,000
to do this work. The Board approved an allocation of $25,000 for cleaning up
work, to be done under the supervision of the Department of Public Improvements.

The moneys allocated at this meeting are to be made available from the unexpend-
ed balance in the appropriation for this project in the Post War Construction
Fund and the appropriation for Improvements at the Bayside State Park in the
General Construction Loan of 1949.

Auditor covering his examination of the accounts and records of this office.

The Board approved this request.

The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board request of Frank E. Hudson,
Register of Wills for Worcester County, for authority to write-off as uncollec.t-
ible $51.10 of additional taxes due in connection with several estates, and as
set forth in the report of the State Auditor covering the period July 1, 1944
to June 30, 1948, for this office.

ROSEWOODSTATETRAININGSCHOOL:

The Secretary brought to the attention of the Board a communication received
from RosewoodState Training School requesting approval for acceptance of the
offer of st. Thomas.Episcopl.1 Church, at Garrison, for the transfer of acreage
on a two for one basis. It was stated that this transfer will square up the
property line of the school and permit better planning and greater expansion

After the discussion of this request, the Board approved the transfer of 3.67
acres by the school to St. ThomasEpiscopal Church, for which the church will
transfer 7.27 acres of land to the school.

4- The Board approvedpaymentof holiday payrolls for the MarylandTraining School
for Boyscovering April 15, 1949, in the amountof $87.04, and May30, 1949, in
the amountof $90.47, onwhich dates it was necessary for certain employeesof
that institution to work, instead of being on holiday leave.

5- The Boardapproved the payroll submitted by MontroseSchool for Girls covering
overtime services rendered by certain employeesof that institution for the
monthsof Novemberand December1948, and January, February and March1949,
in the amountof $2,375.45, due"to the shortage of personnel.
